In the spring of 1920; aeeording 
to information received by The Con» 
stitution, salesmen for large im- 
porters of Chilean nitrate of soda, 
and numberless brokers, scoured the 
state, making contracts for the sale 
of their product, with oOwgers of 
the large plantations. 

Fixing the price at $84 per ton, 
f. o. b. the port, the corporations 
signified their intention of making 
deliveries early in the spring of 
1921. These contracts, it is asserted, 
in the case already filed, contained 
clauses which relieved the import- 
ers of any and all liability in the 
event they decid?d they would not 
make deliveries. 

During the spring the market 
price for nitrate of soda dropped 
to $80 per ton. Then it slumped to 
$70, and finally to $60 per ton. Due 
to the period of financial depression, 
the farmers were unable to meet 
the alleged exhorbitant prices or to.

Senate Finance Commit- 
tee Then Considers the 
Smoot Simplification 
Bill, Involving Sales Tax. 


HIGHER HOTEL RATES

Washington, September 17.—The 
senate finance committee failed to- 
day to reach final decisions on the 
Smoot tax simplification bill, em- 
bodying a manufacturers’ sales 
levy, and on Senator Calder’s pro- 
posal to impose a tax of $6.40 a 
gallon on all alcoholic liquors with- 
drawn from bond-for other than 
manufacturing purposes. The com- 
mittee will meet again Monday. 

Senator Smoot’s bill was said to 
have been favorably received by 
several senators who were repre- 
sented as desiring a less compli- 
cated tax law than in their judg- 
ment would result from enactment 
house bill. The 
consensus of opinion still 
to be, however, that the committee 
would reject the Smoot measure, 
.Reiterating that he would offer 
the bill in the senate, the Utah 
senator said: “We will sce what 
will happen there.”

ARGUE BANK CASE 
IN DERALB COURT 


Involves Assessment of 
Capital Stock, Surplus 
and Undivided Profits 
of State Institutions. 


An important suit involving the 
assessment of capital stock, surpius 
and undivided profits of state bank- 
ing institutions was argued Satur- 
day before Judge John B. Hutche- 
son, of the Stone Mountain circuit, 
at Decatur. The case arose on in- 
junction proceedings brought by 
the Bank of Clayton County against 
E. O. Daniel, tax collector, to enjoin 
the collection of a fi fa issued by 
the tax collector. 

It was contended by the bank that' 
$45,000 of its capital, surplus and! 
undivided profits was inwested in 
Liberty bonds and should have been 
exempted from taxation. The con- 
tention of the state of Georgia and 
of Clayton county was that the 


taxes sought to be collected are not 
on the property of the bank but on 
the shareholders of the bank and 
therefore are taxable. Judge 
Hutcheson reserved decision until 
October 1, pending submission of 
briefs by attorneys, 

The state was represented in the 
defense of the tax collector against 
the injunction proceedings by At- 
torney-General George M. Napier, 
Assistant Attornev-Ceneral Seward 
M. Smith, and William H. Reynolds, 
of Jonesboro. The Bank of Clay- 
ton Coifnty was represented by O. J. 
Cooger, of Jonesboro, and Smith 
Hammond & Smith, of Atlanta.

Notes About Georgia Laws 
Compiled for [he Constitution 


Trusts and usury are the sub- 
jects discussed this week in the 
notes about Georgia law, compiled 
for The Constitution by Johnson & 
Johnson, attorneys, of NKome, Ga. 
The notes follow: 

Trusts, 

Estates may be created, not for 
the benefit of the grantee, but for 
the use of some other person. They 
are termed trust estates. No for- 
mal words are necessary to create 
such an estate. Whenever a mani- 
fest intention is exhibited that an- 
other person shall have the benefit 
of the property, the grantee shall 
be declared a trustee. Civil code 
1910, section 8728. 

Trusts are either express or im- 
plied. Express trusts are _ those 
created and manifested by agree- 
ment of the parties. Implied trusts 
are such as are inferred by law 
from the natvre of the transaction, 
or the conduct of the parties. Code 
sections 3731, 3732. 

Trusts are also either executed 
or executory aAn executed trust is 
one in which the estates and inter- 
ests in the subject matter of.- the 
trust are completely limited and 
defined by the instrument creating 
the trust, and require no further 
instruments to complete them. An 
executory trust is where the in- 
strument creating the trust is in- 
tended to be provisional only, and 
further conveyances are contem- 
plated in accordance with the terms 
of the trust, and whereby the same 
may be effectually carried out.

Ed., section 20.

The electric signal system is of 
prime importance; at, both ends of 
the trading floor are banks of small 
open telephone booths or desks, each 
one equipped with a telephone, a 
shaded, horizontal light with_ pull 
chain and a signaling device. When 
the boy in charge of the phone has 
a message to pass on to a member 
on the floor, he flashes that mem- 
ber’s number on one of four big 
panel boards set high on the walls. 
Signals in red, blue or white lights 
on this board have taken the place 
of the mystic signs formerly used 
on Broad street. Thesamember sees 
his number, comes to the telephone, 
gets the message from his broker- 
age house, in less time than it takes 
to relate it. Similarly, if he has a 
message to transmit, he comes to 
the telephone and calls his house 
for more specific instructions; thus 
the improved electric signaling sys- 
tem aids and assists in transacting 
business more accurately and ef- 
ficiently. Electricity illuminates 
the entire building in the most mod- 
ern manner.

{ believe that this is true. The 
average American chorus beauty 1s 
naturally a splendid model for ar- 
tists to work from because with her 
signal beauty is combined a rare 
ability to strike fetching attitudes. 
It has been a part of her daily 
work to flash into a fascinating pose 
and then—when the spotlight falls 
upon her—to freeze into a beauti- 
ful statue and hold the pose for a 
considerable time. It is a gift that 
stirs artists to heights of joy. 

1 shall never forget the eveniug 
last winter when the celebrated 
French artist, Paul Helleu, came to 
attend a performance of the Follies. 
I suppose that few foreigners had 
been so widely heralded as judges 
of beauty as had this gifted dry- 
point etcher from France. He had 
traveled throughout the world and 
appraised beautiful women of every 
nation. 

Indeed, I understand that Helleu 
had visited many states before he 
came to New York and had search- 
ed carefully and methodically for 
beautiful women who might be re- 
garded as typical of American beau- 
ty. But it is hard for a foreigner 
to come in contact with people of 
a strange land and hard for him to 
find what he wants. He had not 
yet found everything he desired in 
pulchritude. And then someone was 
good enough to tell him that I had 
some little reputation for selecting 
rare types of American beauty for 
the chorus—and he came to a per- 
formance, 

As the distinguished artist sat in 
his chair and gazed upon the first 
ensemble of beauties, his eves 
sparkled and he became galvanized 


into an admiration which was en- 


thusiastic even for a Frenchman. 

“Mon dieu! comme elles sont 
charmantes!”’ he cried aloud in ex- 
citement. 


‘Helleu’s Favorites 
Were Blondes. 

When it was explained to M. Hel- 
leu that the chorus beauties, who 
had commanded his admiration, had 
come from many different states 
in the Union, he became all the 


more interested and insisted that 
he be informed as to which types 
might be said to represent the va- 
rious regions. The noted artist 
then made arrangements to have 
some of the most attractive beau- 
ties pose for him in his New York 
studio. I recall that among his mod- 
els at this time were Dolores, the 
queenly show girl, whose picture is 
shown on this page; Gladys Loftus, 
a rare beauty; ani the late 
Olive Thomas. 

Helleu’s flair seemed to be for 
delicate blondes—and although real 
blondes, as I have said before, are 
‘getting scarcer and scarcer in 
America—we managed to find 
enough exquisite specimens in the 
chorus to furnish models for many 
etchings and paintings. 


Points of 


American Beauty. 

Many persons have asked me 
why foreign artists are so strongly 
attracted by our American types of 
beauty. 

Well, the first reason of ali is 
that here in America we have a 
very large number of real super- 
beauties—more in numbers, I should 
say, than any other country in the 
world. Next in importance, we have 
more different types of beauty than 
any other people. And this is only 
natural, for we have drawn for our 
population on all the other people 
of the world. Third, there is a cer- 
tain dash and independence about 
the American beauties which is 
lacking in continental types. I be- 
lieve that this distinguishing air 
comes from the great freedom which 
American women are accorded in all 
walks of life. And I believe that the 
foreigners are greatly taken with 
this independent air where native 
Americans may never notice it. 


American Chorus 
Beauty Popular Model. 


Perhaps you do not realize how 
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very important a part the chorus 
beauty plays in American art. Yet 
it stands to reason that if the stage 
gathers in 85 per cent of the rare 
beauties of the lard—as I certainly 
believe it does—that the artists 
must come to the footlights for 
their inspiration. Howard Chandler 
Christy, Harrison Fisher, Charles 
Dana Gibson, Archie Gunn, Alonzo 
Williams—these are men who have 
earried the gospel of American 
beauty to the ends of the earth. 
And in many, many cases their 
models have been chorus. girls— 
girls of humble families, and of high 
social position alike. 

For instance, there is Gladys 
Bowie—a popular horsewoman and 
society girl before she chose the 
stage for a career. She has been in 
great d¢.nand as a model for noted 
Amerid n artists. You have seen 
her bef.utiful countenance on count- 
less calendars, posters and maga- 
zine covers. In Miss Loftus’ aston- 
ishing beauty there is that subtle, 
undefinable charm of personality— 
typically American—which inspires 
artists to real heights of painting.

From the West. 

I do not suppose that you would 
attach any significance to a refer- 
ence to a béauty by the name of 
Martha Ehrlich. But if I were to 
say: 

“Martha Mansfield is much sought 
as an artist’s model,” a host of 
movie fans would smile with pride.

Plays Vital Part in Our Lives Summer 
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In Mad Orgy of Amusement

“The falling of a thick coating of 
dust upon a steamer in the Yellow 
sea and the attendant darkening of 
the atmosphere so that safling was 
difficult recently reportéd in news 
dispatches 1s not such an uncom- 
mon occurrence in that part of the 
world, or even in mid-ocean,” says 
a bulletin of the Natfonal Geo- 
graphic society from Washington, 
m €; , 

“Besides the dust-fall on the ocean, 
which, on the face of it seems a 
joke, there are sometimés yellow 
rains in the Yukon and réd snows 
in Greenland and other Arctic and 
Alpine regions,” the bulletin adds. 
Vegetable Growth 
Redden Snow. 7 

“The yellow rains, so called be- 
‘ause the ground becomes covered 
with a peeuliar fine yellow deposit, 
are usually found to be caused Dy 
the pollen of pine trees, growing 
miles and miles distant, which is 
caught up by the winds and carried 
until their fury has abated, ard 
then dropped. The ‘red snow’ seen 
in the Arctic is made by a wind- 
placed deposit of the motile algae, 
Chlamydomonas, in the nticlei of 
which are red pigment spots. Other 
kinds of algae sometimes reproduce 

in such numbcrs that they form the 
greenish deposits seen in fresh 
water. 

“We are all more or less familiar 
with the popular fallacy that ‘it 
rains tadpoles.” Of course, the 
thinking man who knows that when 
the sun cannot vaporize the salt in 
the ocean and carry it into the 
clouds, it would be impossible for 
it to pick up a tadpole in any state 
of its evolution and hold it floating 
above us tong enough for it to 
grow legs and lose its fail. The 
appearanee of small toads after a 
rain in summer is very easily ex- 
plained, as they must keep to damp, 
cool places when they first come 
from the water, and the rain and 
consequent dampness of the earth 
and atmosphere give them more 
latitude for their adventures than 
they possessed before the shower. 


Beautiful Sunsets 
Due to Dust. 

“Dust, however, that bane of the 
housekeeper and the curse of the 
automobile tourist, plays a_ vital 
part in our lives. Though it some- 
times seems to suffocate us. wifh- 
out it we could have no rain, as the 
vapor would not condense, and 


without its power of refraction our 
daylight would not be so brfght, an 
the coloring of our sumsets would 
be almost entirely lost. 

“The loess of northern China, a 
‘fine yellow powder brought by the 
winds from the desert regions be- 
yond and deposited in places sev- 
era) hundred feet in thickness, has 
been tilled for thousands of years 
withovt any artificial fertilization 
and without signs of exhaustion. 
Beds ef volcanic dust are to be 
foumd in Kansas and Nebraska to- 
day, in some places as much as 30 
feet in thickness, though there 
weré no volcanoes in the past and 
noné at present within hundreds of 
miles of the deposits. The wind is 
the culprit or benefactor. 

“Steamers out in the middle of 
fhe Atlantic often have their sails 
reddened with dust blown from the 
Sahara, and sometimes the rains of 
seuthern Europe are colored by 
dust from the same source. In 190f 
four days of March winds are be- 
lieved to have spread over central 
Hurope about two milion tons of 
Sahara dust, most of it falling 
south of the Alps, but some of it 
heine cafried as far as the Baltic 
Oa. 

“Wind-blown dust also gives rise 
to some interesting phenomena. 
When difst falls on glaciers or de- 
posits of snow near the mountain 
tops, evéry dust particle melts its 
way through the ice, sometimes 
aeveral inches in depth, and if 
there are a great many of these 
‘dust-wells’ the mountain-climber 


must wateh his step. Use Was 
made of this knowledge by engi- 
neers in melting snows,prefiminary 
to be building of the New Bergen 
railway in southern Norway.

Lanier university, re-

The property was purchased from 
J. L. Turner and the price was $80,

and extends back from Highland 
avenue to within a few hundred 
feet of Briarcliff road. 

The purchase of the 
tract of jland gives Lanier univer- 
Sity approximatély fifty acres of 
ground and makes possible a large 
campus, an,.athletic field, a public 
park and a lake which will.be lo- 
cated in the rear of the athletic 
field, and provides ample space for 
the additional buildings which are 
to be erected on tne grounds.

The work on the new buikings 
will be started in a short while and 
will be completed by the opening of 
the fall term next year.

SOIL EXPERT ADVISES 
GROWING Ur WhtAl 


Harper Recommends Crop 
as Start in Diversification 
for Fall Season. 


Answering, the inquiries ‘‘What 
shall we grow?’ coming from sec- 
tions of Georgia where damage from 
boll weevil has been unusually se- 
vere this season, and where farm- 
ers are planning to cut their cot- 
ton acreage more severely next 
year, J. N. Flarper, director of the 
southern soil improvement commit- 
tee, recommends that a start in di- 
versification be made this fall by 
the planting of some wheat for food 
next year. 

Wheat may not be grown suc- 
cessfully in all portions of Georgia,” 
Mr. Harper says, but it is an ita- 
portant crop in the Piedmont and 
mountain regions, and there are a 
soils in the coastal] plain area, 
where the crop may be produced 
with far more success. These soils 
are the ones that are well drained 
and are of a clayey, sandy clay or 
loamy nature underlain by a clay or 
sandy clay subsoil.” * 

Fertilizing of Crop. 

Mr. Harper states that when both 
the grain and straw are removed 
from the soil, wheat will exhaust 
a good deal of the reserve plant 
food and that all or most of these 
fertilizing constituents should be 
added to the soil at planting time 
this fall. The crop. should be 
planted sas soon as possible after 
frost, he says, to avoid injury~by 
the Hessian fly. The month of No- 
vember is a good period for seeding. 

“As with oats, wheat covers the 
ground in winter, prevents erosian 
and takes up plant food that other- 
wise would be lost by leaching,” Mr. 
Harper states.. He believes that 
every farmer should plant enough 
to provide for his own uses, and 
uggests that the crop be followed 
next spring with cowpeas, sOybeans, 
peanuts or late corn. In this way, 
he says, a good crop rotation may 
be begun. 

Open Furrow Method. 

Mr. Harper recommends the grain 
drill: that puts out the fertilizer 
and seed at one operation be used 
where large areas are seeded. The 
open furrow method should be used 
where wheat is planted between the 
«orn and -cotton rows. Such va- 
rieties as bluestem, purple straw, 
Leap’s Prolific, Red May and Fultz 
have been successfully used by 
many Georgia farmers and good 
seed from some of these should be 
planted, Mr. Harper thinks. He 
recommends that the land be put in

When the board of education last 
~eek adopted Superintendent W. A. 
wutton’s program of visual educa- 
tion, Atlanta took a mighty for- 
ward stride in the development of 
her public sehool system. By that 
one Stroke they will bring ¢nto the 
curriculum one of the most potent 
factors.at the command of modern 
educators, 

Already hundreds of schools in 


» 


the north and east have incorporat- 


ed the motion picture in the Bys- 


tem and two southern states have 
Bignalized themselves by conspicu- 
Ousiy splendid use of this great 
meagdium of teaching. Both ‘lexas 
and OkKiahoma support flourishing 
departments of visual education. In 
Texas the- work is carried on 
through the extension department 
of the University of Texas; in Ok- 
lahoma there is a state director 
Who supervises the work through- 
out the public schools. In both 
cases the nature of the programs so 
@ar have been more recreational 
than educational. 

Alabama has recently seen the 
beginning of visual educational 
work. A department of educational 
films has been installed in the 
Polytechnic institute, where for 
Several years pictures of recrea- 
tional value have been shown. 

Possibilities Tremendous. 

Atianta proposes a department of 
visual education which will not con- 
fine itself to subjects of recrea- 
tional vaiue, though it is clear that 
feature will be duly considered. 
Ghe signiticant clause in the pro- 
Gram adopted by the board of edu- 
cation is that specifying the use 
of pictures in teaching scence, his- 
tory, geography, literature, and 
other subjects which may lend 
themselves to this form of develop- 
ment, 

The possibilities of the depart- 
ment are tremendous. Where ge- 
ography has meant a biack and 
White printed page and some col- 
ored maps and globes under the 
textbook regime this new art of 
motion pictures will bring hun- 
dreds of living, moving subjects to 
athe very threshold of the _  class- 
Scores of scholarly men are 
spending their lives traveling over 
the world, even to its uttermost 
bounds, to get photographic records 
that will reveal life as they fine 
it. What John L. Stoddard has 
meant to the English reading world, 
Burton Holmes, Burlington, Robert 
Cc. Bruce and CC. L. Chester now 
mean to the world of motion pic- 
tures. There is hardly a country 
BO remote that some one of these 
travelers has not gone there to 
study and picture the life, habits 
and customs of its natives. Bruce

Leaving out the 
question of conflicting aspirations 
of great powers and strategic con- 
siderations of important sea pow- 
ers, there seems no logical or rea- 
sonable basis for longer opposing 
the return of Hellenic rule to the 
Golden Horn. 

Bight years ago, at the close of 
the second Balkan war, Greece 
found herself suddenly increased 
from a state of 2,600,000 inhabi- 
tants with an area of 25,000 square 
miles, half as much as that of New 
York state, to a kingdom with 4,- 
609,000, with an area of 42,000 square 
miles. Six years later the treaty of 
Sevres, still unratified, bestowed 
upon her the rest of the European 
estate of the Turk, right up to the 
(hatalja lines—where the Bulga- 
rian armies came to their final stop 
in 1912—together with the Bulga- 
,ian frontage upon the Aegean. 

Thus Greece in Europe, with the 
Aegean Islands became a state of 
52,000 square miles with a popu- 
lation of 5,500,000. In addition the 
treaty of Savres placed Greece in 
occupation of Smyrna and a hin- 
terland having an area of some 65,- 


000 square miles and a population ! 


of more than 1,000,000. 

The present war with the Angora 
government of Turkey has extended 
the Greek occupation in Asia Minor 
until it now passes the Bagdad rail- 
way. North of the Meander river, 
which is the frontier between Greek 
and italian spheres of interest.

In a word, 
Greek occupation extends from the 
lack sea to the Aegean and Con- 
stantinople is wholly surrounded by 
territory Greek by conceded right 
ir by virtue of military occupa- 
i,on. 

Moreover, Constantinople itself is 
not only the home of a very large 
Greek population, which has be- 
-ome the most important alien ele- 
ment, but it is in tradition and his- 
tory a Greek city. When the Ro- 
nan empire’ was divided, Byzantium 
the capital of an Eastern 
empire which rapidly became Hel- 
lenized and persisted as an inde- 
‘pendent Greek state right down to 
the fifteenth century. In its period 
of prosperity, moreover, it not alone 
Balkan states, but

Asia Minor as well. 

After a long resistance, fhis Byz- 
antine empire collapsed in the face 
of the onrush of the Turks. It en- 
dured, however, long enough to save 
Europe from ultimate subjection by 
the Turk, for when the Turk did 
arrive in the valley of the Danube, 
there was sufficient vitality and 
unity in Hurope to defeat the Mos- 
lem invader. But, althuogh the 
‘Byzantine empire perished and not 


only Constantinople, but Athens, be-|

All things considered, this would 
seem the best solution of the east- 
ern question.

He has lost his European em- 
pire and his Asiatic state is crum- 
bling. Constantinople under Greek 
contro] will be a modern city with 
all the circumstances of modern 
commercial and industria] prosperi- 
ty. The British will see to that. 
It will regain the greatness, as a 
trade center, as a world port, which 
it lost when the Turk brought the 
paralysis of Islam to the shores of 
the Golden Horn. The new Greek 
étate, surrounding the Aegean and 
extending well into the interior of 
Asia Minor, will represent a return 
of Europe-to Asia, new fields will be 
tilled, new mines opened, railroads 
will be built, with British capital, 
not with Greek but the gain will be 
for all concerned Greek, Turkish 
and British. 


But she must recognize that such | 
an expansion of Greece can only be) 


attained at the expense of the dear- 
est hope of the Italians. As it now 
stands most Italians see their fu- 
ture in the Near East. France, in 
seizing Algeria, Tunis and Morocco, 
has forestallied Italy in that Af- 
rica Minor which was so impor- 
tant a detail in. ancient Rome. 
Britain has laid hands upon Egypt 
and will leave it only if it becomes 


iin fact free or nominally independ- 


ent and actua!ly a British protecto- 
rate, with the fact becomingly dis- 
guised. Even on the east coast 
of the Adriatic, Italian hopes have 
been baffled,.a new Jugo-Slav state 
has risen and already disputes Ital- 


ian rule _in Fiume and asserts 
claims even to Trieste. 


Today Tripoli is no solace for 
Italian disappointment in Tunis and 
recent additions at French and 


British expense in the Sahara and 
in Somaliland do not reconcile Italy 
to seeing Greece take foot on the 
Asiatic mainland and lay hands 
upon Smyrna, which is, next to 
Constantinople the great prize of 
the Near East. Nor does Italy find 
cause for satisfaction in the fact 
that, while her occupation of 
Rhodes is subjected to a plebiscite 
a few years hence and her surren- 
der of the Dodecanesus is demand- 
ed on behalf of Greece by her re- 
cent partners, France is solidly es- 
tablihsed at Beyrut and Damascus 
and Aleppo have received French 
garrisons; while Britain holds Mes- 
opotamia and Palestine. 


Pathway of Venice 


Lures Italy. 
For Italy the dream of resuming 


the pathway of Venice, of regain- 
ing the old base® of Geonese pros- 
perity in the Near East has been 


cherished with increasing intens- 
ity for many years. At the outset 
of Italian entrance into the pres- 
ent war, her prospective allies rec- 
ognized her claim to preponderant 
commercial interests in all of west- 
ern Asia Minor from Smyrna _ to 
Adalia. They similarly recognized 
her claims to protectorate in Al- 
bania and to possession of Dalma- 
tia. But Dalmatia has passed to 
Jugo-Siavia. Albania has asserted 
an independence which has _ been 
maintained with arms and Italy has 
been forced to withdraw her gar- 
risons to avoid a new and costly 
war. As for Smyrna, not only are 
ithe Greeks in occupation, but their 
troops have reached or are ap- 
{proaching Angora. 

If Greece can successfully main- 
tain the position which she has won 
and in which she has British s.ip- 
port, then the Near East will be- 
come an Anglo-Greek hunting 
eround, it will be Greece and not 
Italy which wil] hold commercial 
supremacy and Greek genius for 
trade will be backed by British cap- 
ital, while Greek ships and not Ital- 
ian will prevail. The last door to 
colonial and perhaps to commercia: 
greatness will be closed for Italy.

ports. It is a preposterous thing 


that in the very heart of the ter- 
ritory conquered by Greece or held 
by Greece on the basis of a title 
recognized by all the werld, there 
should be lingered a Turkish sul- 
tan and maintained by allied fleets 
and bayonets. It is a geographical 
and political absurdity that Greece 
holding all the landward approaches 
to Coastantinople, should be de-- 
prived of possession of the city 
which is the natural capita] of the 
new Greece as it was the capita) 
of the old Byzantine empire, which 
was wholly Hellenic. Even the mu- 
tua] jealousies and antipathies of 
the great powers, however .much 
they may delay, cannot permanentls 
postpone settlement and Greek pos- 
session is the one conceivable so- 
lution. 


Fate of City 


Unsolved Problem. 

In theory it has been possible and 
still is to make an 
city of Constantinople, or rather a 
sort of international] principality, 
including the shores of the straits 
and of the Sea of Marmora. But 
in practice this is almost as un- 
workable as the present method 
which combines Turkish sovereign- 
tv with allied supervision. The 
costs of the international city would 
be great, the benefit to any one 
nation disproportionate to the ex- 
pense and the operation of mutual 
jJealousies and rivalries would be 
paralyzing. Once there was. a 
dream that Constantinople was to 
be the seat of the league of na- 
tions, which was to have actual 
sway in this area, something as 
the popes had temporal sovereign- 
ty in Rome in the centuries preced- 
ing the unification of Italy. 

Today this plan, like that of an 
American mandate, has gone glim- 
mering, but Constantinople re- 
mains an unsolved problem. And 
tomorrow, if no solution be found, 
Russia may again fmd unity and 
Strength and resume her efforts to 
gain an open way to warm. water. 
Nor is it beyond the realm of pos- 
sibility that at some distant date 
a restored Germany may seek to 
reconstruct that Mitteleuropa, which 
existed in fact, for many a month 
during the war and had been a vi- 
sion of Pan-Germans for many 
years before. 


Of all solutions, the Greek seems 


the fairest, the most workable and | 


the easiest, but it will not be reach- 
ed without much bickering and 


bargaining and never with Itallan } 


consent. And even if Greece should 
gain Constantinople she would have 
always to face the menace of a 
Bulgarian attack, just as the By- 
zantine emperors. confronted a sim- 
ilar menace nearly a thousand years 
ago. And since Britain would prof- 
it most among the creat powers by 


international | 


a Greek solution, France and Italy 
wili certainiy demand “compensa- 
tion” to balance this increase in 
British influence, which would 
amcunt to establishing British su- 
premacy solidly at the straits and 
in the Aegean. 

And if the dispatches which come 
to American newspapers from 
abroad are more concerned with 
Upper Sllesia than with the Dar- 
danelles, one has only to examine 
European journals and French in 
particular, to see how large a place 
this eastern question occupies. In 
reality, it is a largér question than 
the Upper Silesian, more difficult 
of settlement because there is far 
less chance of compromise and while 
it remains unsettled the work of 
restoring peace or creating order 
in eastern Europe, of arriving at 
concord between the great powers 
will be postponed.

Has Attraction. 


Moreover, for those to whom 
romantic in history has an 
peal, the approach of Hellenic ar- 
mies to Byzantium, headed by an- 
| other Constantine, after more than 
five centuries of exile and of slav- 
ery, must have an attraction. We 
in America are more accustomed 
to think of the Greece of Athens 
than that of Byzantium, but if the 
Greeks have remained loyal to their 
Athenian tradition, they have nev-

tory. 

In this brief discussion of the 
problem of Constantinople I have - 
omitted reference to the religious 
aspect, yet this, too, must be reck- 
oned with. The Turk is unimpor- 
tant, but the sultan of Turkey 
has a peculiar position in the Is- 
lamic world and Constantinople, a 
meaning from the Indian oaean to 
the Atlantic. If British incerésts 
are best served by Greek possession 
of Constantinople and the expulsion 
of the sultan, there will be reper- 
cussions from such a course felt 
from India to Egypt. France in 
Alegrin, Tunis and Morocco, Italy 
in Tripoli will find their tasks 
gravely increased. Already on the 
Afghan border. the cause of the 
Turk has provoked threats of war. 

And, if the Turkish sovereignty. 
or the fiction of Turkish sovereign- 
ty lingers at the Golden Horh, it 
will be the religious rather thag the 
political factor which decides the 
issue. But, in the meantime, 
Greek armies are daily advancing, 
time presses and some solution must 
be found, for if the existing condi- 
tion continues, the World of Islam 
will hold the great powers respon- 
sible and the consequences wil) be

“Europe's centralized reserves 
were built up subsequent to the 
outbreak of the great war far above 
pre-war figures, and were further 
increased. since the armistice, by 
concentrating in them as far as 
possible all gold privately held. 
While these reserves have been, by 
continued government impoundage, 
kept rigidly stabilized at the points 
attained as a result of those ex- 
traordinary war and post-war 
measures, in the face of the recent 
tremendous suction toward Amer- 
ica. nevertheless the three great 
‘streams have flowed through these 
countries to the United States with 
little impediment during the last 
six months. No materia] effort has 
been made in Europe to divert the 
gold from them for the purpose of 
building up further the reserves 
there. The gold has served to re- 
duce European indebtedness in 
America rather than to aid in re- 
storing the gold standard in Eu- 
rope. 
Russ Gold to United States, 

“It was stated in the federal re- 
serve bulletin for June that the di- 
rector of the Swedish mint had re- 
cently estimated that seventy tons 
of Russian gold were received in 
Sweden since 1920. He was quoted 
as saying that after refining it was 
re-exported, chiefly to the United 
States, representing an assaved val- 
ue here of about $40,000,000. The 
bulletin also said that not Jess than 
another $60.900,000 of Russian gold 
or its equivalent had found its way 
to the United States through France 
and other channels. 

“The movement of gold from Rus- 
sta. to the United States is not def- 
initely traceable. It is thought to 
have come to this country indi- 
rectly through various continental 
countries in addition to those men- 
tioned above. At the outbreak of 
the war in 1914 the Russian State 
bank held $779,750,000 in gold: by 
the end of 1917. the date of the last 
definite statement of gold held in 
the bank. the stock had dwindled 
to $633,000,.000.

RATEDAS UNSDUND 


They Tie Up Retail Gro- 


cers’ Money and Leave 
Wholesaler Holding the’ 


Bag. 


“Free deals” are condemned ag be- 
ing economically unsound in a spe- 
cial report on the question prepared 
by D. R. Whitcomb, chairman of the 
committee on free deals of the 
Southern Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation, 

“This is a trade practice that 
many wholesale grocers have not 
considered seriously, otherwise 
greater objection would have been 
made,” says Chairman Whitcomb in 
his report. “The ‘free deal’ works 
a hardship on the smal] retailer 
with jimited capital, who fecls that 
he should buy in free deal shipments 
in order to be able to meet the price 
offered by his larger competitor 
who buys free deals. This eventual- 
ly works a hardship on the jobber 
who has to carry the past due ac- 
count of the retailer that has loaded 
up on free deal shipments. He has a 
larger floor stock, but no cash. 

‘Some manufacturers refuse to 
give the wholesaler benefit of the 
free deals for tocks, but when a 
free deal is sold from stock, they 
are at liberty to charge the free 
goods back to the manufacturers, 
causing additional work and ex- 
pense. 

Loaded Up—Price Drops, 

“Some manufacturers guaranteed 
floor stock against their ov/n de- 
cline for a limited period in order to 
get you to load up. Then they de- 
cide to decline their price before 
the expiration of the guarantee, but 
in order to keep from rebating the 
their floor stock, they 


offer the decline in a form of free 
deal, offering 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent free goods with a shipment, 
This is nothing more nor less than 
a deciine in disguise to keep trom 
refunding the jobber. 

“Is it adVisable to load the retailer 
with free deals? We claim it is not 
advisable and offer figures in sup- 
port of our claim. As an illustra- 
tion, we will use a soap deal] that 
we have In mind: 

Ten cases laundry soap (100 
cakes) at $4.85, $48.50; two cases 
laundry soap (100 cakes) free; 1,200 
cakes svap when sold at ic each, 
$40. 
tion, $11.30. 

“Please bear in mind that it will 
take the average smail retailer four 
months in which to dispose of these 
twelve cases. 

“Now then, for this same $48.50 
you can sell the retailer the follow- 
ing items: One case tomatoes, 1 case 
milk, 1 case snuff, 1 case crackers, 1 
case washing powder, 1 sack rice, 1 
case candy, 1 case pepper, 100 pounds 
coffee, 1 case soap, 1 case salt, 1 
45-pound lard, 1 case starch and 1 
caSe corn. 

“Something for Nothing.” 


“These items, when sold at regu- 
lar retail prices, bring the retailer 
$68.50, or a profit of $20. Most any 
retailer will turn most of these items 
over in less than 30 days, but for 
argument purposes, we will figure 
on 30 days or one month. 

“The retailer’s profit on $48.50 In- 
vested in the fourteen various items 
listed is $20 in one month. In four 
months it would be four times $20 
or $380. His $48.50 invested in 
twelve cases of soap, which require 
four months in which to make sale, 
brings a profit of $11.50. The ad- 
vantage is not buying free deal 
therefore is $68.50. 

“One of the weak parts abous hu- 
man nature {s ‘to get something for 
nothing.’ ..otice that the list price 
on this soap is practically 5c per 
cake, but the average retailer over- 
looks this, his whole attention be- 
ing on the two free cases.

THE WESTWARD MARCH, 

(From The Rock Island Argus.) 

When the homesteaders in the 
earlier generation struck out for the 
west to Overcome a wild land peo- 
pled by savages and separated by 
weary miles of inhospitable country 
from the homes they left to put their 
fortunes to the test in virgin acres 
they cut themselves off from all of 
civilization except the fragments of 
its comforts and conveniences they 
could carry with them in their 
prairie schooners. The men carried 
rifles for human enemies as well as 
for game.

21 Days’ Meat Supply. « 


Cold storage stocks of meats and 
lard in the United States on August 
1, would have been sufficient to 
meet the national needs for lesg 
than twénty-one days if ail were 
available and if the country had to 
depend solely upon meats and lard 
in storage, according to a state- 
ment by the Institute of American 
Meat Packers, through its Wash- 
ington office. The statement con- 
tinues: 

“The weight of cold. storage 
stocks as reported by the United 
States bureau of markets and crop 
estimates was 1,088,760,000 pounds 
or nearly 105,000,000 pounds less 
than on July 1 this year. This 
amount seems large, but since the 
inhabitants of the United States col- 
lectively consume approximately 
53,000,000 pounds of meats and lard 
daiivy it is in reality only a normal 
supply. More than 317,000,000 
pounds of stocks In storage on Au. 
gust 1 were in process of cure and 
therefore unavailable for immediate 
use.”’

ete. In different industries the mem- 
bers of different organizations, of 
their own free will, are drawing up 
agreements whereby they can give 
their buyers more protection. 
' Perhaps one of the most interest- 
ing and effective codes of ethics now 
in force is that of an organization 
known as the Association {of Ice 
Cream Supply Men. This organiza- 
tion has incorporated in a little 
pamphlet known as its “Fair Prac- 
tices Code,” some governing mer- 
chandising regulations that should 
be of interest to every businesé man, 
whether interested in the production 
of ice cream and ice cream man- 
ufacturing machinery or not. 

Selling below cost to one particu- 
lar firm, bribery of customers’ em- 
ployees, misbranding articles, dis- 
tribution of samples of a better 
grade than the actual product—these 
are just a few of the acts of coni- 
mercial thievery tabooed by the ice 
cream supply organization, which 
represents the leading manufactur- 
ers of various kinds of machinery 
and equipment, from motor delivery 
vehicles to ice picks. 

It governs its members’ advertie- 
ing policies, permitting of no false 
claime. It will not allow its mem- 
bers to pay jobbers’ representatives 
honuses for pushing their particular 
products to the neglect of a com- 
petitor’s. 

One of the moet remarkable editcs, 
care taken in 
combating trade evils, is the ruling 
allowing the members to 
entertain prospective 
buyers.” 

In all of its regulations against 
questionable salesmanship the effort 
plainly stands out to make manu- 
facturers make honest goods and sell 
them on their merits. 

To see if these articles of trade 
have been a success it is only nec- 
essary to call attention to the re- 
markable succese that has attended 
the activities of this association’s 
members in the last couple of years. 
Their extraordinary trade exhibi- 
tions held in dffferent sections of 
the country have drawn interest 
from all sections of the land. 

This body, by the way, is comin 
to Atlanta this vear to hold one o 
its Breat regional exhibitions. The 
“show” will be held in connection 
with the annual convention of the 
Southern Association of Ice Cream 
Manufacturers, who, in turn, will be 
hosts to a number of other branch 
associations in the southern indus- 
try.

Waters, now stationed at Lima. As 
far as investments are concrned he 
reports that the primary needs are 
for railroads and irrigation. sys- 
tems. In the business. fields, he 
says, commodities imported during 
the period of high prices as luxuries 
are now classed as necessities, and 
Peru is a promising future market. 
Large Lnyestments, 

“Peru is primarily a country for 
large capital, and there is no place 
there for the small investor,” he 
Says in a report to the department 
of commerce. “The primary needs 
of Peru include railroads, sanita- 
tion, irrigation and colonization. For 
the former it is estimated that $50,- 
000,000 would furnish a transporta- 
tion system of roads and railways 
which would answer the country’s 
present essential needs, and for col- 
ozination and irrigation a similar 
amount is neéded. For. sanitation 
$10,000,000 would suffice,” the report 
Says.

If such a campaign could be 
continued for about five years, this 
might be true, provided bankruptcy 
had not intervened. 

Go over a list of products like 
Uneeda Biscuit, Gold Dust, Durhdm 
Duplex Razors, Phoebe Snow of the 
“Road the Anthracite,” the “Sunset 
Route” of the Southern Pacific, etc., 
which have become household by- 
words in America and you will 
find that their rise has been ac- 
complished by steady, year-in and 
year-out persistent advertising. 
They may have swelled into tre- 
mendous campaigns from time to 


time, but there has never been a 
period that their names were not 
being held generously before the 
public in one way or another.

It’s not the ’eavy broadsides that 
build up sales by scores;

Every innova- 
tion has a tremendous public iner- 
tia and prejudice to overcome. 
Without well planned. advertising

The application of the story is that every federated club, every 
clubwoman in Georgia, should be directly affiliated with the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs.

They will 
find out for themselves what they mean to this great parent body 
and what it means to them, explains Mrs. Inman. 

And with a one hundred per cent membership of the federated 
clubs of Georgia in the general federation, the prospect of the holding 
of a bi-ennial in the south, in Georgia, is not an idle dream. Other 
gr@at national organizations are clamoring to come south; they want 
to know at first hand this least known, least advertised section. But 
unless the full federated strength of Georgia, which is already drawing 
inuch of its inspiration and all of its method, from the national body, 
is an integral, supporting part of the general federation, there is 
scant prospect that the vision of a bi-ennial in the south can be 


realized.

The other matter which the clubwomen of Georgia are asked 
especially to consider is the Student Aid foundation. Mrs. H. B. Wey, 
the chairman, explains in her official communication just what tbe 
loan fund does, and how very far it misses meeting the demand. 

It seems like a brutal thing to deny any girl in Georgia, who sin- 
cerely desires the educational opportunity that would make her self- 
supporting in a self-respecting way the comparatively meager sums 
that would secure this education, but Mrs. Wey’s figures are con- 

; vincing. Every request for a loan is carefully investigated, and many 
girls who in all justice should be helped along the way which their 
talents point to success, and a many times multiplied value to their 
community, their state, must be denied for lack of funds. 

Students of financial conditions believe that the south, with the 
rise of the price of cotton, 1s on the way to a greater financial ease 
than any other section may expect for the next few months. There- 
fore, it does not seem unreasonable that the federated clubwoman of 
Georgia, gathering for their silver jubilee, will prove in their answer 
to all these things that they have indeed reached the maturity of 
vision which their quarter-century of working together, with its 
broadening influence of contact and exchange of ideas, would suggest. 

There is no question of their responsiveness to need. That is 
their natural heritage of womanliness, but the sense of responsibility 
develops with maturity and judgment. Clubwomen, probably more than 
all others, may be counted upon for both. Because they are naturally 
responsive they band together for the answering of needs that appeal 
to them and can be met only through united strength. This very meet- 
ing of needs develops responsibility.

Message From President General 


With September the activities of 
most of our chapters begin after the 
summer vacation. Chapter officers 
will again take up their duties. I 
want to repeat to these officers 
how important ic is that they 
should become familiar with the 
constitution and by-laws of the 
mationa] society, and especially with 
the changes made in the by-laws 
by the last congress. A great deal 
of time is wasted and money spent 
unnecessarily for postage and sta- 
tionery In answering questions and 
Straigatening out mistakes that 
would be avoided if ail chapter of- 
ficers were familier with the by- 
laws and other rules of our society. 

One of the most important of 
these amendments to our Dby-lawe 
Was that which provides for the con- 
version of life membDership fees into 
a permanent endowment fund for 
the national society and for the 
chapters, both of which will here- 
after haVe a small income in per- 
petuity from its half of this fee 
when invested in good securities. 
This investment ig mandatory, so 
that after this a person joining as 
a life member will have the satis- 
faction of knowing that her $1900 
fee will be of lasting benefit to the 
mational society and to her chap- 
ter as long as she remains a mem- 
ber of it, or to some other chapter 
if she transfers. 

The debate on the life member- 
ship fee in congress brought out the 
fact that many life members have 
a mistaken idea of their exemp- 
tion privileges, so much so that this 
class of membership was shown to 
be unpopular with the chapters. 
Many delegates spoke of life mem- 
bers as no better than “dead wood,” 
because many of them hold them- 
selves exempt from all responsibili- 
ty or active participation in chap- 
ter activities, and from payment of 
their share of chapter quotas and 
contributions. This is due, I am 
sure, to a lack of understanding of 
what exemption means. 

A life member is not exempt from 
active duty; she is as mImuch an 
active member as the one who pays 
annual dues; the only difference is 
that the life member puys her dues 
all at once in a Stated sum on en- 
tering instead of paying $2 annual- 
ly. She is exempt only from the 
payment of this $2, defined in our 
by-laws aS the annual dues of the 
national socie ty, of which $1 is paid 
to the treasurer weneral and $l 
kept by the chapter. She is not 
exempt Pao any “additional dues” 
which a chapter may levy ‘for its 
own use.” She is not exempt from 
being called upon to do her 6hare 
in contributing money or personal 
services toward the activities of her 
chapter. Being a life member my- 
self, 1 can speak freely of these 
obligations which belong to- life 
members equally with those who 
Pay annual dues. 

I am sure that all life members, 
when they realize these facts, will be 
as quick to meet their patriotic 
responsibilities as are other mem- 
bers. They are and always will 
be true and loyal Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 

New membDers are coming into our 
society in moet s#ratifying num- 
bers. Let every chapter make an 
effort to keep up this increase. Our 
cOuntry needs them. It needs their 
whole-hearted, 100 per cent Ameri- 
can service. 

September is a significant month 
in which to render this service. It 
is “Constitution mogth.” 
Septemberis the month in which 
the Pilgrims sailed from Plymouth, 
England. It can be appropriately 
spent in promoting ywood-will and 
mutual understanding between Eng- 
land and America, as an offset to 
the Sinn Fein propaganda which is 
equally obnoxious to the best Irish- 
men and to loyal Americans. 

It is the month of Lafayette's 
birth. Let it be dedicated to renewed 
ex xpressions of friends ship for heroic 
France. 

It is, above all, 
our schools open. 
ter take heed for the 
loca] schools, 

Outside of the protection of Our 
home and Our religion and our chil- 
dren, there is nothing greater for 
ustodo than to use our influence 
for the betterment of our public 
schools. 
If your daughters wish to go to 
the missionary field, I know of none 
greater than teaching in our public 
schools. We need real Americans in 
them. We need the influence in 
them of the best that America has 
to give. And what is more, I be- 
lieve in sending all our children to 
the publie schools. If our public 
schools are not good enough for our 
children, see that they be improved. 
The foreien children in our sehools 
need the influence of our American 
children, and I believe our Amert- 
can children need the influence of 
these little immigrants. This min- 
glingin our schools will go far to- 
ward solving our Americanization 
problems, and Americanism is the 
most vitally necessary work that 
we can do today for our country. 
Therefore, both for the sake of 
Our children and of the immigrant 
children, we must take greater in- 
terest in our public schools. We 
must see to it that they are taught 
by loyal Americans, and npt by so- 
cialists,. who preach doctrines hos: 
tile to our American institutions. 
We have a right to guard our coun- 
try against the dislovalty thar 
would corrupt our children and lead

Marked Increase Shown in 
Number to Attend Tech’s 
Business Classes. 


The prominent place which wom- 
en are assuming in tne business life 
of Atlanta is evidenced in the large 
number of women who have attend- 
ed the classes in higher 
conducted by the Georgia Tech 
School of Commerce.

The first woman to take a de- 
gree from Tech was Miss Annie 
Wise, who received a degree in the 
school of commerce several years 
ago. Since that time, she has been

to secure the training in funda- 
mentals of higher bDusiness experi- 
ence. 

Although the enrollment is gen- 
eral throughout the various courses 
given, including accounting, office 
management, finance, commercial 
law and similar subjects which are 
offered in the school, one of the 
most popular of all the divisions 
for women 1s the advertising and 
selling branch. Many young wom- 
en of marked originality in 
ing and salesmanship ability have 
turned to this class to secure basic 
training for the alluring field of 
advertising. 

During the past year, the chair- 
man of the special committee from 
the Advertising Club of Atlanta, 
which has sponsored the class and 
which furnishes special . lecturers 
and other aids for the course, was 
a woman, Miss Myra Scott, of the 
firm of Watts, Scott and Beutel). 

Advance registration. and inqui- 
ries received by Dean Watters to 
date, both from men and women, 
indicate a record-breaking enroll- 
ment for the year’s work. The 
value of the classes for those who 
are already engaged in business 
and who desire to secure special 
training for further advancement 
in their business careers is being 
more widely recognized at the pres- 
ent time than ever before, accord- 
ing to school authorities.
